ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 


We, the undersigned, all being persons of full 
age, at least two-thirds of whom are citizens of 
the United States and one of whom is a resident 
of the State of New York, desiring to form a 
membership corporation pursuant to Article III. 
of the Membership Corporations Law, do hereby 
make, acknowledge, and file this certificate for 
such purpose as follows: 

First: The name of the proposed corporation 
is THE BEEKMAN FAMILY ASSOCIATION. 

SECOND: ‘The principal objects for which the 
corporation is to be formed are: 

I. To pay the expense of preparatory, col- 
legiate, and professional education or other 
suitable education for such members of the Beek- 
man family as may be designated and approved 
by at least five directors of the corporation. 

2. To furnish pecuniary aid, exclusive of 
loans, to such poor and needy members of the 
Beekman family as may be designated and 
approved by at least five directors of the 
corporation. 

3. To receive and hold, collect and preserve, 
family portraits and heirlooms of the Beekman 
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family, and matter connected with the history 
of that family; and documents and books relat- 
ing to the family, with power to add to and pub- 
lish the same; and to designate and maintain 
a place of deposit for receiving, holding, col- 
lecting, preserving, and exhibiting these por- 
traits, heirlooms, and matter connected with 
the history of the family, and documents and 
books as an undivided collection. 

4. To care for and maintain, improve and 
embellish such burial lots or places in cemeteries, 
including the walks, fences, monuments, struc- 
tures, and tombs thereon, in which are interred 
members of the Beekman family as shall be desig- 
nated and approved by at least five directors of 
the corporation, provided that at least one such 
burial lot or place shall always be cared for, 
maintained, improved, and embellished by the 
corporation. 

5. Tosupport, maintain, and educate a person 
or persons other than a member or members of 
the Beekman family, and to contribute towards 
the maintenance’ of educational institutions 
otherwise than for the education of members of 
the Beekman family, and to contribute to charit- 
able and benevolent uses and to religious pur- 
poses, as from time to time the Board of Directors 
shall deem proper and desirable; provided, how- 
ever, that no such action as specified in this 
Section 5 shall be taken unless expressly author- 
ized by the by-laws of the corporation and then 
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only by the concurring vote of all and at least 
seven directors. 

6. To receive and hold and to invest real 
and personal property, and to pay, deliver, sell, 
assign, transfer, or convey any money or prop- 
erty of the corporation, or any right, title, 
interest, or estate therein, directly or indirectly, 
in contributing towards or paying for any or all 
of the objects for which the corporation is formed ; 
but nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to make void the provisions of subdivision 3 of 
this section. 
® TurrD: All lineal descendants of William 
Beekman, who became, in 1647, a resident of 
New Amsterdam, now New York City, shall be 
eligible to membership in the corporation if 
approved by a concurring vote of not less than 
five directors. All such lineal descendants and 
the wives and widows of any of them shall be 
included in the term ‘‘the Beekman family”’ 
wherever used in this instrument. 

FourtTH: The territory in which the opera- 
tions of the corporation will be principally con- 
ducted is the City, County, and State of New 
York. . 

FirTH: The principal office of the corporation 
is to be located in the Borough of Manhattan 
in the City and State of New York. 

SIXTH: The number of directors shall be 
seven. 

SEVENTH: The names and places of the 
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residence of the persons to be its directors until 
its first annual meeting are as follows:

EIGHTH: The persons whose names are here- 
unto subscribed shall be life members of the 
corporation, subject to termination of member- 
ship as hereinafter provided. The members of 
the corporation, by the concurring vote of a 
majority thereof at an annual or special meeting 
of the members, may elect as'a member any 
person of full age who is eligible to membership, 
but such election shall not be effectual until 
ratified by the approval of at least five of the 
directors as hereinbefore provided. All members 
shall be life members. The membership of any 
person may be terminated by his delivering to 
an officer or director of the corporation a written 


resignation, or by the vote of at least two-thirds 
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of the members of the corporation. A majority 
of the members of the corporation shall con- 
stitute a quorum of any meeting of the members. 
Annual meetings of the members of the cor- 
poration shall be held on the second Tuesday 
of January of each year at the principal office 
of the Corporation in the Borough of Manhattan, 
in the City and State of New York, and no notice 
of such annual meeting shall be necessary to 
the validity of the meeting. The place of 
deposit for receiving, holding, collecting, pre- 
serving, and exhibiting portraits, heirlooms, and 
matter connected with the history of the family, 
and documents and books as an undivided col- 
lection, shall be designated by the members of 
the corporation at the annual meeting. 

NINTH: The affairs of the corporation shall 
be managed by its Board of Directors, at least 
one of whom must be a resident of the State of 
New York and all of whom must be members of 
the corporation; and provided there are mem- 
bers of the corporation so qualified, the directors 
perferably shall be descendants in the male line 
of William Beekman, who became, in 1647, a 
resident of New Amsterdam, now New York 
City. The directors shall be elected annually 
at each annual meeting of the members. The 
term of office of each director shall be one year. 
A person shall cease to be a director on ceasing to 
bea member of the corporation. If any vacancy 
shall occur in the Board of Directors, the remain- 
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ing directors by a concurring vote of the majority 
thereof may appoint a member of the corporation 
to fill such vacancy for the remainder of the 
unexpired term, and such appointment shall be 
filed in the office of the Clerk of New York 
County while the law shall continue so to 
provide. . 

TENTH: Five directors of the corporation 
present at a meeting duly assembled shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
The act of a majority of the directors present at 
a meeting at which a quorum shall be present 
shall be the act of the Board of Directors, except 
as hereinbefore specifically provided. 

ELEVENTH: The officers of the corporation 
shall be a President and Vice-President, who, in 
case of the inability or absence of the President 
shall perform the duties of the President, a 
Secretary, anda Treasurer. The Secretary need 
not be a director. The powers and duties of 
each officer shall be such as customarily apper- 
tain to the office. 

TWELFTH: Any meeting of the members or 
of the directors of the corporation may be called 
by written notice, signed by the President or 
Vice-President and by the Secretary or Treasurer 
or by any three directors, and served personally 
or by mailing to the last known post-office 
address at least ten days before the meeting. 
A written waiver of notice of any meeting, signed 
by a director or member, shall be equivalent to 
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such notice. Any meeting of the members or 
directors at which all shall be actually present 
shall be a meeting duly called and held although 
no notice thereof shall have been previously 
given.

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BY-LAWS 
of 
THE BEEKMAN FAMILY ASSOCIATION 
ARTICLE I 
MEETINGS OF MEMBERS 


Sec.1. Anntial Meetings. The annual meet- 
ing of the members of the corporation shall be 
held as provided in section “EIGHTH’’ of the 
Certificate of Incorporation. 

Sec. 2. Special Meetings. Special meetings 
of members may be called and held as provided 


by section ‘“‘TWELFTH”’ of the Certificate of 


Incorporation. _ 

Sec. 3. At the annual meeting of the mem- 
bers the following shall be the order of business, 
Vizex 

1. Calling the roll. 

2. Proof of proper notice of meeting or of 
waiver of such notice. 

3. Report of President. 

4. Report of Treasurer. 

5. Report of Secretary. 
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6. Report of Committees. 
7. Election of Directors. 
8. Miscellaneous business. 


ARTICLE II 
DIRECTORS 


Sec. 1. The directors of this corporation 
shall be elected as provided by section ‘‘NINTH”’ 
of the Certificate of Incorporation; and va- 
cancies in the board shall be filled as therein 
provided. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Directors may adopt 
such rules and regulations for the conduct of 
their meetings and management of the affairs 
of the corporation as they may deem proper, 
not inconsistent with the laws of the State of 
New York, or the Certificate of Incorporation, 
or these By-laws. 

Sec. 3. Meetings of the directors shall 
be called and held as provided by section 
‘““TWELFTH ”’ of the Certificate of Incorporation. 

Sec. 4. All committees shall be appointed by 
the President, and if not so appointed shall be 
appointed by the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Directors shall also act 
as a committee on admissions for election to 
membership. All nominations of candidates for 
election to the association shall be submitted 
to the directors for approval. No candidate 
shall be presented for election at a meeting of 
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the members until ratified and approved by at 
least five of the directors as provided in the 
charter. 


ARTICLE III 


OFFICERS 


Sec. 1. The board of directors, immediately 
after the annual meeting, shall choose one of 
their number by a majority vote to be President, 
and likewise one to be Vice-President, and 
another to be Treasurer. They shall also 
appoint some suitable person to be Secretary. 
Each of such officers shall serve for a term of 
one year, or until the next annual election. 

Sec. 2. The President shall preside at all 
meetings of the board of directors, and shall act 
as temporary chairman at, and call to order, 
all meetings of the members. He shall appoint 
and discharge agents and employees, subject to 
the approval of the board of directors. He shall 
have the general management of the affairs of 


the corporation and perform all the duties — 


incidental to his office. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer shall have the care and 
custody of all the funds and securities of the 
corporation, and shall deposit said funds in the 
name of the corporation in such bank or trust 
company as the directors may elect; he shall, 
when duly authorized by the board of directors, 
sign and execute all contracts in the name of the 
corporation, when countersigned by the Presi- 
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dent; he shall also sign all checks, drafts, notes, 
and orders for the payment of money, which shall 
be duly authorized by the board of directors and 
shall be countersigned by the President; he shall 
at all reasonable times exhibit his books and 
accounts to any director or member of the cor- 
poration upon application at the office of the 
corporation during ordinary business hours. 
At the end of each corporate year, he shall have 
an audit of the accounts of the corporation made 
by acommittee appointed by the President, and 
shall present such audit in writing at the annual 
meeting of the members, at which time he shall 
also present an annual report setting forth in 
full the financial condition of the corporation. 

Sec. 4. The Secretary shall keep the minutes 
of the board of directors and also the minutes 
of the members. He shall have the custody of 
the seal of the corporation and shall affix and 
attest the same to documents when duly author- 
ized by the board of directors. He shall attend 
to the giving and serving of all notices of the 
corporation, and shall have charge of such books 
and papers as the board of directors may direct; 
he shall attend to such correspondence as may 
be assigned to him, and perform all the duties 
incidental to his office. He shall keep a book 
containing the names, alphabetically arranged, 
of all persons who are members of the corpora- 
tion, showing their places of residence and the 
time when they became members. 
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ARTICLE IV 
INSPECTORS | 


Two inspectors of election shall be elected at 
each annual meeting of members to serve for 
one year. If any inspector shall refuse to serve, 
or shall not be present, the meeting may appoint 
an inspector in his place.

ARTICLE VI 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Sec. 1. At the beginning of each corporate 
year all surplus income remaining unexpended 
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and in any excess of any obligation then incurred, 
shall be added to the principal of the corporation. 

Sec. 2. All accumulated capital not already 
invested in the stock of The Beekman Estate 
shall be so invested that it may readily be trans- 
formed into cash for the purpose of purchasing 
stock or bonds of The Beekman Estate as from 
time to time may be possible. 

Sec. 3. It being one of the objects of the 
corporation “to receive and hold, collect and 
preserve, family portraits and heirlooms of the 
Beekman family, and matter connected with 
the history of that family; and documents and 
books relating to the family, with power to add 
to and publish the same; and to designate and 
maintain a place of deposit for receiving, holding, 
collecting, preserving, and exhibiting these por- 
traits, heirlooms, and matter connected with 
the history of the family, and documents and 
books as an undivided collection,’’ the aforesaid 
articles, as they may from time to time be re- 
ceived, shall be preserved and exhibited as an 
undivided collection. Should it ever be neces- 
sary, pursuant tolaw and the provisions of the 
Certificate of Incorporation, to sell or transfer 
the said articles, they shall be sold as an un- 
divided collection and in such a manner as will 
preserve, as far as may be under the conditions 
which may then exist, the spirit and intent of the 
Certificate of Incorporation. Such articles shall 
in no event be distributed among various per- 
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sons and places either by sale, loan, or other- 
wise. 

The place of deposit, designated by the mem- 
bers of the corporation at the annual meeting for 
receiving, holding, collecting, preserving, and 
exhibiting the articles or memorabilia mentioned 
in Article II, Section 3, and Article VIII of the 
charter, and in Article VI, Section 3 of the 
by-laws, shall be a proper place for the manage- 
ment, maintenance, and inspection of the same 
by the board of directors. The directors shall 
keep an inventory of the aforesaid memorabilia 
and subject to due preservation of these memo- 
rabilia shall in their discretion permit inspection 
of the same. The directors shall report in writ- 
ing at the annual meeting the condition of the 
family memorabilia and shall in such report 
recommend for designation the place of deposit 
of the memorabilia. | 


ARTICLE VII 
AMENDMENTS 


These by-laws may be amended at any meet- 
ing of the members by a vote of a majority of all 
the members of the corporation, provided that 
the proposed amendment is inserted in the 
notice of such meeting. A copy of such amended 
by-law shall be sent to each member within ten 
days after its adoption. 
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
